AUTHORIZATION TO EXECUTE AN INTERGOVERNMENTAL AGREEEMENT WITH THE CITY OF CHICAGO 
POLICE DEPARTMENT FOR SUPPLEMENTAL POLICE SERVICES FOR 2013 AND 2014 

To the Honorable Board of Commissioners: 

RECOMMENDATION 

It is recommended that the Board of Commissioners ("Board") authorize the Chief Executive Officer or 
his designee to execute an Intergovernmental Agreement ("IGA") \A/ith the Chicago Police Department 
("CPD") to provide supplemental police services for a two (2) year period from January 1, 2013 through 
December 31, 2014 for an amount not-to-exceed $6,000,000 annually. 

CORPORATE GOAL 

This agreement supports Plan Forward Goal #2 to ensure that CHA's housing portfolio is safe decent 
and sustainable. This agreement will provide CHA with supplemental police coverage for 2013 and 2014 
to help ensure the safety of CHA's residents, staff, guests, and property.

Summary 

The Chicago Housing Authority ("CHA") originally entered into an IGA with the Chicago Police 
Department for supplemental police services in 2000 after disbanding the CHA Police Department. The 
CHA entered into subsequent IGAs and amendments, with the most recent IGA expiring December 31, 
2012. 

The IGA for 2013 - 2014 provides specialized policing programs at Cabrini Rowhouses, Henry 
Horner/Westhaven, Aitgeld/Murray, Lake Parc Place, ABLA/Brooks, Oakwood Shores, Jackson Square, 
Wentworth Gardens, Trumbull Park, and other CHA communities as assigned. These specialized 
services include: 

• Dedicated watches for specific CHA communities as needed. 

• Increased police services for the above mentioned properties, 
including increased foot patrols. 

• Customized policing strategies coordinated with CPD, CHA, 
private property managers, and private security. 

• Attendance at monthly community security meetings and a 
high visibility in the community. 








• Monitoring and prevention of gang activities. 

• Monitoring of drug and other illegal activities and taking 
appropriate action as necessary. 

• Attendance at all court hearings for all arrests made by the 
police officers. 

• Responding to acts of domestic violence. 

• Responding to unauthorized or unlawful activities or entries 
into residences. 

• Providing a dedicated CPD staff member for crime data 
analysis. 

In addition to these services, the CPD will continue to provide statistics, and relevant data including 
crime reports. 

The Board action recommended in this item complies in all material respects with all applicable Chicago 
Housing Authority board policies and all applicable federal procurement laws. 

The Chief Housing Officer concurs with the recommendation to execute an IGA with the CPD for 2013 
and 2014. 

The CEO/President recommends the approval to execute an IGA with the CPD for 2013 and 2014 in the 
not-to-exceed amount of $6,000,000 each year. 

This award is subject to the Contractor's compliance with CHA's insurance requirements.
